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A Shocking Case of Child Whipping. 

The London Times, of July 25ih, Rives 
the following account of a fearful tragedy, 
that recently occurred at a London Board- 
ing school: 

Reginald Channel! Cancellor was the son 
of a man of fair position in society. Nothing 
was spared to place him in one of those or- 
dinary grooves in which hoys are pushed to 
proficiency. His father sought out for him 
a school of reputation and a master who had 
the credit of being a man of high attain- 
ments aiul a sucoessful teacher of youth. 
Mr. Hopley was to receive £180 a-year with 
his pupil, and there was every incentive, 
therefore, to the tutor to emluavor to do his 
best by the boy. Unfortunately, he did not 
uaderaland the lad who had come under his 
control Young Cancellor was laboring un- 
der diseaae. He had water on iho b,„i,i. 
He was stolid, and stupid, and could not 
learn. He was' silent when asked to repeat 
a sum in arithmetic which he had just been 
taught, and he did not know, or, as his 
schoolmaster thought, affected not to know, 
the difference between a sixpence and a 
shilling. This was a case for medic.il cus- 
tody and gentle treatment. Mr. Hopley 
took a pedagogue's view of it, and thoughi 
it was a case of obduracy, to be broken 
down by force. He (logfjed the boy, and, 
as it did him no -,'00(1, he told iho lallier thai 
the punishment must be increased until the 
authority of the schrjolmuster was estab- 
lished. Up to this point there is not much 
to be said. The fate of the poor brain-ham- 
pered, heavy, mindless boy, urged and 
flogf^ed to work operations in his confused 
and formless intellect, must have h.-en very 
wretched : but Hopley probably behevd 
that all boys are alike, some brighter and 
some duller than otheis, but that all could 
take in the onlinary quantum of knowledge 
with more or lane trouble if they pleased. 
At lirst he seems to have tlioi .^lit it his duly 
lo conquer the boy's ohslinacy ; but, as the 
contest went on, there appears too much 
reason to believe that it beoanie a fjuestlon 
of temper with the schoolmaster, and that 
violence and cruelly were the efTeot of vln- 
dictiveness and irritation. 

One morning younj; Cancellor was found 
dead in his bed. The body was caretully 
covered over. It had white kid gloves upon 
its hands, and long stockings drawn far np 
over the thighs; nothing was visible but the 
face. Hopley suKijesteil that the boy hail 
died of disea'se of the hearl, and wished a 
certilicate from the surgeon and ininiediaiH 
burial. At one moment it appeareil likely 
that the whole affair would be hushed up. 
But mysterious stories of midnight shrieks 
and bloodstained instiuments of punishment 
began to bo whispered about. The servants 
had seen blood upon the linen in Mrs. Hop- 
lay's room, and had heard sounds whieh 
convinced them that the miserable wife had 
spent the night in the frightful task of pre- 
paring the body to pass a superficial inves- 
tigation, and in geitiii'^ rid of the traces of 
violence which would lestity against her 
husband. Then came the real investigation. 
The gloves and tlie stockings were stripped 
off, and the legs and the arms of the corp«o 
were found to bo coated with extravasated 
blood, " the cellular membranes under the 
skin of the ihiglu were reduced to a perfect 
jelly ; in luiM, all loin to pieces and liiiterat- 
ed by the blows that liad beiMl inllieled." 
There were two holes in the right leg about 
the size of a sixpence and an inuh deep, 
which nnpeared to have boon made by jab- 
bing a tliick stick into the llesli. The ap- 
pearance was that of a hniniui i^realnre \\ lio 
had been mangled by an iulnrialcd and 
niereilesH aHsailanl. All these a[)|iearani;es 
coinoiiled but luo lailhfiilly with what was 
now luariit of the comluci of the suhoui- 
innstor, A servant girl who slept next to the 
pupil'room heard the buy oryiiigandtoraam- 
ing uiulor blows and her roaster Ulking and 
beating. Sho liilenod ui 10 o'clock, when 



the torture was going on, and she awoke at 
12, and it was still proceeding. Then the 
cries suddenly ceased, and nothing after was 
heard during that, unquiet. nijSjht but the 
stealthy movements of the wife, who was, 
with womanlv devotion, doing her fearful 
task of hiding the traces of the tragedy. 

There is nothing to be said for this man. 
Everyone must feel that four years of penal 
servitude is by no means too severe a sen- 
tence for the crime he has committed. It 
is true that the boy never ought to have 
been put under his management ; that his 
was an exceptional case, and ougtil to have 
bean medically treated. It may be true 
that Hopley thinks that severity is the only 
way to break in stubborn boys. But to beat 
a boy for two hours with a thick stick and a 
skipping rope, to macerate him, to "prod" 
him. in private and at midnight, is not dis- 
cipline, but murder. All private punish- 
ment should be severely discountenanced, 
but it would be absurd to speak of this as 
punishmentj it was a deadly attack, fol- 
lowed bv a naturally fatal, oonseciuente. 
This case has come out much wor.se than 
the preliminary investigation prepared us 
lo expect, and we hold it up as a warning, 
not less to parents than to schoolmasters. 

Cask or an American Citizkn in Paius. 
— A ease of great inipoilanse to American 
citizens of foreign birth, from the continent 
of Europe, and particularly France, has jnsi 
been decided by the French tribunals. A 
native of the department of the f>ower 
Rhine, named Michael Zeiter, emigrate-!, 
while yet a boy, to the United .States, where 
he became a naturalized citi/en at the pro- 
per time, and in due form of law. In France 
his name had been enrolled for conscription 
on the register, and when ho reached the 
age of military service the lot fell on him 
to serve. Heing absent, the police were di- 
recteil to seize him whenever they might 
finil him. An opportunity at length pre- 
sented itself. Zeiter, little dreaming what 
was in store for him, returned lo see the 
spot where he first drew breath. It was at 
Weisenberg. He was arrested as a deserter 
from the army. Mr. Faulkner, the Ameri- 
can Minister at Paris, demanded his release 
as a riyht, on the ground that there was no 
.service due from hini at the time ol his 
oini|L;roiion, aiKt tliai, naviiig renounced hii. 
allegiance to France, ami sworn allegiance 
U) the United Slates, Prance has now nu 
claim upon him, and his individual alle- 
giance is due to the land of his ndci[itioii. 
The French tribunal has pronounced in la- 
vor or the claim of ll.e American Minister, 
and Zeiter has lieen discharged. This ease 
is highly important, as the release ol the 
prisoner was claimed as aright, and it will 
therefore serve as a precedent, not only in 
France, but on the continent of Europe gen- 
erally.— Cor. S. F. Bulletin.

T^Tde of the North-Weat Coast 

It is a matter of surprisB that no one hug 
latterly attempted to compete with the Hud- 
son Bay Company in the fur and oil IraJa on 
iliB Noith-Wsf l Coiist. Time after tiniB, ex- 
pedition after expedition has been projected, 
to prosecute the trade; but as yet no com- 
pany has been organized, nor po traders sent 
up the coa«t. It is true Capt. MoKay has 
been engaged for years tiading with the 
Indians, but he has chiefly confined himself 
to the west ooast of this island. Formerly 
American traders visited the coast on trading 
voyages •. but of late years the Company has 
had no competitory. Either throu-'h their 
license of exclusive trade with the Indians, 
which was revoked in 1859, or by paying 
higher prices than any one else, the Com- 
pany have driven all competitors, irotn the 
field. 

As they are situated now, with the c.vclu- 
sive right to the Indian trade revoked, they 
have no advantage over individual en- 
terprise,— except their intimale knowledge 
ofthe numbers, habits and" localilios of the 
Indian«,acquirad during many years' inter- 
ooutae,— and the. large capital which they 
have invested in the prosecution of the trade. 
When we take into consideration their large 
oapitalj—the maintononoe of a steamer like 
the Labouohere, merelj; for trading voyages, 

wa may safely conclude that the profits of 

the trade are enormous. It is said that the 
annual profits of the post at Fort Simpson 
alone, has been from £10,000 to £18,000. 
But whatever may be the amount, it is very 
certain that the trade has yieldud hand- 
somely. 

The inflin of population since 1858 has 
lo some extent emancipated the Indians 
from their sway, The knowledge of higher 
prices being paid by outsiders for furs, has 
beenalowly working it way among the north- 
ern tiibeaj and the opening for individual 
enterprise-' is much belter than at any pre- 
vions period. As it is the Indians bring 
large quantities of furs to this market, which 
in former years found iheir'way to civiliza- 
tion only through the Company's forts. Of 
itself, the tendency to briny furs liero 
will neceiisarily be to cripple the Coinp.my -i 
trade. But if individual enterprise entered 
the field, we have no doubt that in a few 
years it would remain master of the licld ; 
and the Company would betake itself tea 
higher latitude. In i<omo respects the with- 
drawal of their capital would be felt as a 
mishap ; yet, on the whole, the distribution 
of the trade among many .Independent trad- 
ers would be far better for lbe country, what- 
ever it inight be for the Indians. 

It is very certain that so far as civilizing 
the Indians la concerned, the Company has 
done but little ; and were they to remain 
sola. traders on the North- Wt>«t Coast for the 
next century, they would never elevate tlie 
race to a higher ])Ositioii in the soiiial sciile 
than that tliey now occupy. Like the 
American slave.i, they would be used only 
in the most degrading omployment to pro- 
vide for their feudal masters. To catch 
fur-boaring animals, and pull olf the skin, is 
the heiglit i>f Hudson Hay civilization 
among thw Indian.t. Tlio advantage, then, 
of a huyi! tiadiuK inoiiopoly, to the red man, 
can be very little ; and oertainly so long as 
Ihiiy have no competitors, the coast will 
never be settled, nor porhapa frequented, by 
a higher race. 

Wore the immenie oapital of the Com- 
pany on this ooaat distributed among many 
smaller fiint, it would give a great impetus 
to trade, and benefit the country more gen- 
erally. As it is now, confined within a very 
lirnitod circle, a largo proportion of the pro- 
fit* uro taken from ilui country to enrich ab- 
sentee proprietors, \Vere oiittnpri.siiig lirriis, 
lliurefore, to eiig(\gn in tin- trade, not only 
tho iidviiritiige ol the di.Htiihution ol iM|)itul 
wiiuld 1m! HiM'nri!d, hut the fiitirc pioliis (if 
the trailo svijiild In: lelauK'il in llm coiiiitry, 

l,illl« iir Molhiii;^, a? ri!(;aril(. the, cxiiMil uf 
lliii liir lindH on the Norlh-West Coast, in 
known outitidn the Company's forts ; and it 
is iiatnnil to conehido tliat any expedition 
would partake largely of uii o.vperiinent 
One seaion, however, would give a great 
insight into tho trade, and furnish ample 
data for future enlerptiio. There is another 
inoant to advanoo individual onlerprise— 
Moutd lb» Mitvtanoe of men who have boon 



in the Company's employ. It is said some 
of the American traders were bought ofl the 
coast by tho Company otiei'ing position to 
their maiiager.s. What they have done 
others may follow out successfully. On the 
whole, the trade of tho North- West Coast is 
one that deserves the attention of the enter- 
prising. 

EsQUiMALT Road.— Elsewhere will be 
found the report of the Road meeting on 
Saturday at Esquimalt. But little, appa- 
rently, has heoa aeeompli.shed towards put- 
ting the present toad in a passable condition 
for winter. The chief object of the meet- 
in" appeared to have been to define the line 
of road to the town from Rough and Ready';), 
idr! Coohrane's report on that subject was 
adopted. It follows the prdsegt^road, ex- 
cept at the hill near Porteir's. there it 
turns to tho left, to avoid the steep ascent. 
The reports of Messrs. Moborly and Green 
for the route from Victoria were also adopt- 
ed. They recommended that the road cross 
at Victoria Bridge; thence to tho left till it 
strikes the Royal Hospital ; and thence in a 
direct line behind Mr. Rnssel's house, till it 
intersects the present road at Rough and 
Ready's. This route has the advantage of 
being shorter, leveller, and can be made 
cheaper than by crossing at Pemberto;i'3 
Folly. 

It appeared to be the wish of the meeting 
that a subscription bo, raised forlhvfilh to 
improve thi prlBsent road for winter. An 
address with this object in view was voted 
to the Assembly, requesting that body to re- 
quest the Governor to guarantee the pay- 
im;nt of any subscription out of the E.'^qui- 
malt license fund. This certainly is a very 
good suggestion, when all other means fail. 
But we would like to know what His K.v- 
cellencyhas to d.) in guaranteeing payment. 
TliB House alone can vote away tlmt fund ; 
and His E.veellency merely e.vecutu.s their 
wishes. So it will require an enabling act 
to help the Governor out. And the sooner 
the House does it the better, except public 
business is to be done] in a slip-shod way, 
by allowing a renolution of this or that 
meeting to repeal an act of parliament. 

Another resolution requests' His Excel- 
lency to discover the whereabouts of the 
missing S1800; and then expend it, not for 
the cbjeft lor which it was appropriated ; 
but to make the new line of road. It is 
williin the province of the E.tecutive to iii- 
stililte an inquiry as to what has become of 
the missing funds; but when he is rerpie.st- 
ed to lay it out on tiie new road, noniodiiiif; 
is iLski'd that cannot be legally done. An 
enabling act is as much necessary lo dive-t 
the money from its original object, as it is 
to render the license fund liable for the 
proposed subscription list We hope some- 
thing practicable will result from the meet- 
ing. But we. confess that we see but little 
clinnce to improve the road this fall, except 
by subscription.

Josiah L. Foster, on Saturday last, com- 
plained that he bad given one Jacobs Yoang 
$7 SO, to pay a grocer's bill to a man' named 
Martin, residing on Humboldt street, which 
amount he had pooketed instead of appro- 
priating to the (purpose named. Yester- 
day morning Young was brought into Court, 
and D. B. Ring, Esq., appeared as his coun- 
sel. The complainant was placed on tlie 
stand, and seemed to think it was his duty 
to annoy the counsel, instead of iho counsel 
annoying him. He succeeded in making 
himself generally disagreeable, but was 
finally called to order by the magistrate. 
He testified to having given Young the 
money, and also to owing the latter for 
eleven days and a quarter's work. 

A witness called to prove the defendunt'H 
«3haracter| said he had been given to under- 
ataud by prisoner that he owned a lot in the 
rear of the new iron church. Witness aleo 
said he bad lent ,hiin money and a pair of 
shoes. 

Prisoner — Didn't I give you a pair of 

pants ? 

Witness— Them same pants are at my 
house, and yon can have 'em now, if you 
want 'em. 

Prisoner — If anybody can prove anything 
agin my charaiOter, I'm vvillin'. [Sotto voce] 
That same fellow came to my house, and 1 
boarded him for two weeks. Ho put on a 
pair of my. best pai'its, and ruined them by 
tearing the protoh out. Then. I had a pair 
of nice white pants— I bought them at » 
aoLond-band shop — they was almost as good 
as new — and he wore them out, too. 

JMartin, a grocer, testilied that he had no) 
received the S7 50 fro:ii prisoner, and also 
said he had been swindled by the prisoner. 
The Judge ordered a second cliarye lo be 
eutered against tlie pri.soner for swiiullinj,' 
ilarlin. A colored man, named Dyer, tes- 
tified tliiil the prisoner owed him for four 
weeks board. Two or three other witnesse.s 
wore called, and the case was remanded till 
this morning, at 10 o'olosk. 

After the evidence had closed, another 
witneas came foi ward and said the prisoner 
bad got £15 in groceries from him, and gave 
him an order on Foster. The Judge re- 
commended him to appear to-day. 

From the River, 

Tlie steamer Wilson G. Hunt arrived from 
Fraser river on Saturday moruing. She 
brought 48 passengers. 

The amount of gold dust must have been 
Jieavy; Balloa's Express had $15,000 ; and 
in private bands, we should judge, there 
was about $20,000. 

The news is cheering ; and most of the 
passengers express themselves ai deter- 
mined to return in the spring. 

Some fine samples of coarse gold came 
from Quesiiello and Cariboo.

Wright, 8oott, and Nelson, of Port Douglas, 
who plieil heivveen Cayoosh and the Bi:,' 
-Canon, disappeared one day last week 
with about 31000 belonging to that tirm. — 
N. ir. Times. 

The Times is coinplainiau' that not only 
are its oliicials absentees, but the British 
■Columbia criminals are alllicled with the 
same disorder, the latter being kept at work 
in^tbe Victoria chain-gang.

Major Foster proposed thai the line of 
road HUggested in the report made by Mr. 
Cochrane be adopted. Seconded by Mr. 
Harri:-, and carried. 

Mr. Selleck spoke in favor of the road 
being brought on the south side of Esqui- 
malt Bay on piles. 

Major Poster alluded to the almcst im- 
passable state of the present road between 
Victoria and E.squimall, and suggested that 
something be done to put the same in re- 
pair for the coming winter, and that the 
proposed new road be commenced in the 
spring.
